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Ecauſe I am entring upon a nicer 

Caſe than ordinary, and in which I 

may not lee by the ſame Light with 

ſome People, who are taking all poſſible 
Adrantages againſt the Seors in particular, 
and againft the Union in general; after 
having tvid you, that it was agreed in Par- 
liament, next after the general Article to 
enter upon the AR of Security for the 
Church, I think, it cannot be amiſs to give 
you a Draughtot that At of Security, as it 
was, with Canſent of ſundry Well-Wiſhers 
tothe Church of Scorland, preſented to the 
Parliament, [4 follows 
« Our Sofereign Lady, and the Eftates 


*« of Parliament, conſidering, that by the 
* late Ada of Parliament, for 4 Treaty with 
« England for an Union of both K ingdoms, 
& it is approved, That the Commiſſioners for 


** tas Treaty ſbonld not tre? of, or concerning 
© any Alteration of the Worſbip, Diſcipline 
© and Government of this Kingdom, 4s now 
« by Law Eftabliſbed; Which Treaty being 
© now reported co the Parliament, and it 
« beiog reaſonable and neceſſary, that the 
© true Proteſt ans bon, as preſently 

« profeſſed within this Kingdom, with the 
* Worſhip, Diſcipline and Government of this 
* Church, ſhould be cffcQually and un- 
* alterably ſecured z Therefore, Her Ma- 
« jcfﬀty, with the Advice and Conſent of the 
« ſaid Eftates of Parliament, 'duth hereby 
« eftabliſh and confirm the ſaid true Prore- 
« ſtant Religion, and the Worſhip, Diſci- 
*© pline and Government of this Church, to 
* continue without any Alteration by the 
« People of this Land to all ſucceeding Ge- 
* nerations; and more eſpecially, Her Ma- 
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« ;efty with Advice and Conſent aforeſaid, 
« ratifies, approves and for ever confirms 
« the $tb AT of the fickt Parliament, X, W. 
«. and 2. M. Intitled, AT rarifymg the 
« the Confeſſion of Faith, and ſetling Pres- 
«« byrerian Church-Government , with the 
« other Ats of Parliament relating rhere- 
« to, in Proſecution of the Declaration of 
« Eftates of this Kingdom, containing, the 
« Claim of Kight, bearing Date the 11th of 
«« April, 1689. And Her Majefty, with 
« Advice and Conſent afurciaid, expretly 
« provides and declares, that the aforeſaid 
« rrue Proteſtant Keligion, contair.d in the 
« above mentioned Confeſſion of Faith, with 
« the Firm and Purity of Worſhip pre ent- 
&« ly in Uſe within this Church, and its 
« Presbyterian C hurch-Government and 
« Diſcipline, 2b2r js to jay, the Government 
« of Church by Kirk Seſſions, Presbyteries, 
« Provincial Synogs, and gencral Ajjemblties, 
« al} cftabliſhed by the aforeſaid Atts of 
« Parliament, purſuant tothe Clzim of Right, 
«« ſhall remain and continue unalterablc ; 
« and that the ſaid Presbyterian Govern- 
«« ment ſhall be the only Government of the 
« Church within the Kingdom of Scorland. 
* And further, tor the greatcr Security of 
« the aforeſaid Proteſtant Religion, and of 
the Worfnip, Diſcipline, and Government 
« of this Church asabove «<ftabliſhed ; Her 
Majeſty, with Advice and Conſent afore- 
«« aid, ſtatutes and ordains, that, in all 
«© time coming, nv Profeſſors, P; r1cipals, 
«« Rexents, Mauſters or others bearing 
«« Orhice in any Qaiveriity, College, or 
«« Schoo! within this Kingdom, be capable, 
« or he admitted or allowed to continue in 
« the Excrci'e of their ſaid Funttions, bur 
« ſuch as hall own and acknowledge the 
6 Civil Government in manner preſcrib'd 
«« or to be preſcrib'd by the Atts of Parliz- 
* ment. AS aliv. that before or at ihe.r 
« Adniſfions, they do and ſhall acknow- 
«© ledge and profeſs, and ſhall ſubicribe to 
«© the aforsfaid Confeſhon of Faith, as the 
«+ Confeſſion of their Faith, and that thry 
« will prattiſ: and cuntorm themſelves to 
« the Worſhip prefſeniiy in UQi- in this 
« Church, and ſubmit their lclves tt the 
« Government and Diſcipiine therevt, and 
4+ never <cndeavuur direvily or 12d ic tly 
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« the Prejudice or Subverſion of the ſame 
« and that before the reſpeQive Presbyte= 
*« ries of their Bounds, by whatſoever Gift, 
** Preſentation or Provition they may be 
6© thereto provided, . And further, Her 
+ Maffty, with Advice aforeſaid, expreſ- 
ly declares and ſtatutes, that none cf the 
SubjeQs of this Kingdom ſhall be liable 
to, but all and every one of th=m for 
ev-r iree of any Oath, Teft or Subſcrip- 
tion within this Kingdom, contrary to, 
«& or inconiiiient with the aforeſaid Prote- 
«* Fant Religics, ana Precbyrerian Church- 
«* Governmeat. Worthip and Diſcipline as 
« above eſtabliſh d, and chat the ſame with- 
* in the Bounds ot this Church and King. 
« dom ſhall never >c impog'd upen, or re- 
© quired ut th-m in any Sort. And laſtly, 
** That atcer the D:c:alſe of Her preſent 
* Majzfty, (whom GOD long preſerve) the 
& Sovereign lucceeding to Her in the Royal 
© Governmert »; this Kingdom, ſhall in 
« Time comirvg, at His or Her Acccſion 
*« tothe Crown, ſacar and (ubſcribe, that 
*« they ſhall maintain and preſerve the 
« ;foreſaid Settlement of the true Protxe- 
& ſtant Religion, with the Government, 
* Worſhip and Diſcipline of this Church 
* as above eftabliſhed, inviolably. And it 
«* is hereby ſtatuted and ordained, That this 
* At of Parliament, with the Eftabliſh- 
** ment therein cuntain'd, ſhall be h*1d and 
obſerv'd, in all Time comiag, as a Fun- 
d2mental and Effencial Condition of any 
Treaty or Union to be concluded betwixt 
the two Kingdoms, wichout any Altera- 
tion thereof, or Derogation thereto in 
any Sort fur ever. As alſo, That this 48 
of Parliament and Settlement therein 
' coatain'd, ſhall be inſerted and repeated 
' in any A of Pwliament, that ſhall paſs 
for agreeing and concluding the afore- 
' faid Treaty or Union betwixt the two 
Kingdoms, und that the ſame thall be 
therein exprelly declared to FF a Funda- 
** mental and Effential Condition of the 
'aid Treaty or Union in all Time coming. 
I am the franker in publiſhing this Over- 
ture of an Att, becauſe 
1. Ja Scorlznd it is too much found fault 
with, as not a ſufhcient Security fur the 
Church ; of which by it ſelf, when 1 come 
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to enquice, who they were who proteſted 
againft it as infufficient. 

2, In England it has been ſuggeſted, that 
the Securities demanded in Scotland for the 
Kirk, are inconfiftent with the Safety of 
the Church of Engl-nd. 

By this —_ it will appear, that as I 
ſaid in ſome of the former Reviews, the 
Satety of the Church being compreheaded 
in the Univn, incorporated into the ſame 
AQ of Parliament, and <Rtabliſh'd by the 
Gme Authority, the Church becoi.es ec» 
Aabliſh'd vn ſuch a Foundation, as nv fvbe 
ſequent Law, no not of the Parliament of 
Britain, can ſhake or overthrow 1t 
And th:s I note on th- Account of thoſe, who 
think the Church ot $S:orland ja Danger of 
being ſubvcrted by the Ulniong and if c/m- 
mon Reaſoning would latiste them, 1. can» 
not but think, they are aell {ccured, and 
the equal Security both Churches have, 
ought to ſatishe in that Cate. 

But this is a Subj:@ more fit for me treat 
on, if I were in Scotland, and I have not 
been backward on that Head on the Spy. 

But what ſhall Iſay to thoſe, who think 
the Security of the Church .f Scorland too 
much—To this 1 only ſay, the Union 1s a 
Treaty of Equalities——1f it ſhould in any 
Caſe break in upon the Square of Equality, 
unleſs with Equivalents, which is in its Na- 
ture an Equality, it ceaſes to be a Union, it 
returns to be an Oppreſſion, and a founda- 
tion of confiant Grudges, Jealouſies and 
Diſorders. 

Equal Security therefore is the thing de- 
Ffgned ; they that grudge or repine at the 
Church of Scotland, having <qual Security 
and equal Eftabliſhment, I mean, in Poinr 
of Safety or Liberty, either do not under- 
ſtand th: Univn, or do not approve it 4s 
uch, 

4 'Tis th? QUEEN's Defire, and I believe 
all honeft Men's Defire in England, that 
this Uaion ſhould be a final Termination of 
all Wars, Quarrels, Jealouſics and Animo- 
firies between the two Nations 3 whether 
Political, Civil, Ecclefiaftical, and if poſſ- 
ble, Pet fona). 

And this is one Reaſon, why a Federal 
Unipa ſv much talk'd of, is agreed on all 
Hands to be impraQticable z becauſe it does 
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not remove thoſe Tnconreniences, which 
on both hands are allow'd to be the thing 
moſt wanted by buth Nations. Now Peace 
can never be witnout Equalicy nor without 
Security, and this is therefore the Founda- 
tion of the Union. 

I know, it has been induſtriouſly ſpread 
about in Scotland, that England will keep »9 
Conditions; and this to make the Scots un- 
ealiez this has indeed been p'+bliſhed in Scor- 
land, bat it was wrote and printed in Eng- 
Ian1; and I am ſorry to tay, moft of the 
Arguments raiſed againft the Union, and 
wherein Exglavd is moſt concern'd — came 
trom England, are Cvin'd in a /igh-Flying 
Cabinet, a Conſult for the DettcuQion of 
the Union, —_— defeQive in Parts, but 
as facai in ic ſelf ro ſome People 
fiudy how to deftroy it. Fe-90 

| confeſs, 'tis a Slander of a crimſon Co- 
lour to charge the whole Nation with being 
not it to be treated with, and 1 ſee norea- 
lon can be pgiv-a for it, unleGG I ſhould go 
to tne Cameronian Addceſs; a thing, that 
being the AQ of a few Men, whoſe Chara- 
ers 1 cannot give, viher chan that their 
Leader is diſow2'd and depos'd by the 
Church of Scotland ic ſelf ———- They merit 
Pity, zad caanut be reaſon'd from in this 
Caſc. 

I [hall therefore ſay no more to this Part 
of che Queſtion now, I ſhall take it more ſc. 
rioully ro pieces hereafter. 

Bur I retu”"; tv the other fide of the Que-+ 
ſtion, Viz. Where it is allow'd to be defi» 
cient, and ſhort of that Security to the 
Church, which by Vertue of a Treaty of 
Equality, ſhe ought to demand. 

Aod here 1 toreſee, it will come in mv 
Way to ſp-ak to thoſe People, who fall out 
upon the Kirk of Scorland, as not ſatisficd 
with any thiug, which does not leave her 
at Liberty to affront Epiſcopacy, and aſſault 
the Church of England her felt ; and from 
hence they would have it argued valafe to 
unite with her. 

And as this is founded upon the Addreſs 
of the Commilion of the Aﬀembly of the 
Kirk, in which they propoſe fix Heads for 
the Parliament to conſider of, for the far- 
ther Security of the Church, and which 
fome Pcople too forwardly call inyadiog 
the
